AMALGAMATED BANKS’ SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


The annua] general meeting of the Bank of London and 
Limited, was held on 17th December at 
River Plate House, spruce Circus, E.C. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. W. Beaumont Pease) said that 
the meeting marked a distinet milestone on the path which 
the bank had travelled so long and so successfully. A 
year ago he was able to tell the shareholders of the arrange- 
ments entered into with the London and Brazilian Bank ; 
to-day, with those arrangements completed, he was 
presenting for the first time a balance sheet for the Bank 
of London and South America, Limited, containing the 
eombined figures of the two banks. Last year he was 
addressing to allintents and purposes a single shareholder : 
to-day, with the accretion of the old London and Brazilian 
Bank shareholders, his remarks were directed to over 3,000 
shareholders, although Lloyds Bank still remained the 
predominant partner. 

Dealing with the report and balance sheet, the Chairman 
said that any exact comparison of figures was rendered 
impossible by the change of circumstances. The profit 

and loss account stood at £624,792, a figure which had been 
arrived at aiter allowing all bad debts, after paying 
off all the accrued expenses of the amalgamation, and also 
after placing a very substantial sum to the bank’s internal 
contingency fund, which he wished to make quite clear 
had not been done to meet any anticipated bad debt. 
On the assets side of the balance sheet it would be seen 
that the cash at £11,688,789 bore a very strong proportion 
to the bank’s liabilities on current and deposit accounts, 
and the amounts of bills purchased and dis- 
counted, and _s for collection, showed a welcome increase, 
‘activity in trade.

INCREASING PROSPERITY IN ARGENTINA. 


Referring to the conditions ruling in the countries in 
which the bank chiefly operates, the Chairman said that 
the past year had been one of increasing prosperity in 
Argentina, in which it had been their privilege to assist 
and share. Exceptionally fine harvests had been enjoyed, 
the price of cattle had improved, wool had been in strong 
demand, and firm prices had obtained for all classes of 
Argentina produce. The progress of Argentine National 
Industries, to which he referred last year, had been steadily 
maintained. Real estate had enjoyed a very firm market, 
and the railways, encouraged by the continued friendly 
relations with the Argentine Government, were now under- 
taking several permanent improvements to then different 
lines. There was a project awaiting discussion by Congress 
to attract and retain immigrants by the Government. 
purchase of large tracts of land to be sub-divided and sold 
on long-term payments to bona fide cultivators. Larger 
exports had improved the exchange from 40d. a vear ago 
to 45d. to-day. 

As to Uruguay, the hopes expressed last vear that that 
country was on the way to a return to its previous prosperity 
had been fulfilled, and Paraguay also appeared to have 
started on a period of peace and prosperity. In Brazil 
the period under review had been eventful, and there was 
justification for the hope that the Government there 
would be freed from further revolutionary attempts to 
hamper its efforts in the arduous before it. That 
it was meeting with success was evidenced hy the sub- 
stantial reduction that was being effected in the deficits 
of previous years. The Government was seriously taking 
in hand the question of the cost of living, consequent 
on the depreciated exchange, and the example set by the 
Federal Government in dealing with the financial position 
had followed by most of the States. Investors 
in foreign ascar cate vam in Brazil would be encoureged bv 
the recent authority given by the Government to the 
Great Western Railway of Brazil to increase their tariff. 
As to Chile, the commercial movement during the past 
year had been fairly good, and the bank, despite a few 
misfortunes, head shared in the prosperity.

FRENCH CUSTOMS LAW. 

The British Commercial Counsellor at Paris reports 
that aceording to the local press the Cour de Cassation 
in May last quashed a judgment of July, 1920, 
whereby the Civil Tr:bunal at favre had accepted as 
valid the contention of the Customs Department that 
goods placed in a Customs warehouse were liable to 
any increased duties which might be put into effect 
during their period of warehousing. On 7th December 
last the Civil Tribunal of Yvetot, to which the cases 
had been sent back for a new trial, decided that goods 
consigned from a foreign country to France before the 
date of publication of a TD. cree increasing Customs 
duties, which were placed in a Customs warehouse and 
subsequeitly declared for consumption, should be 
allowed the benefit of the previous tariff The Court 
subsequently condemned the Customs Department to 
repay the sems which it had leviel contrary to law. 
It is understood that the question must be considered 
as finally settled, and the Customs Department will 
receive applications for repayment which may be 
addressed to it in the matter. 
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BELGIAN INCOME TAX LAW.

EXPIRATION OF CZECHOSLOVAK BANK 
NOTES. 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘Journal ”’ of 
llth December (page 663), the Secretary to the 
Czechoslovak Legation in London reports that from 
dlst December, 1924, the following bank notes will 
cease to be legal tender in Czechoslovakia: Czecho- 
slovak 1 crown notes bearing the date 15th April, 
1919, and Czechoslovak 50 crown notes bearing the 
same date. Up to 3lst December, 1926, these notes 
will be exchanged at all branches of the Banking 
Office (Czechoslovak State Bank). 





HAYTIAN COFFEE TRADE. 

H.M. Consul at Port au Prince reports that, 
should no adverse weather conditions intervene, the 
coffee crop this year will be well above the average. 
Prices also are very good; in fact, almost double 
those of last year. 





HAY TIAN COTTON GOODS TRADE. 

H.M. Consul at Port au Prince reports that 
there is a greatly increased demand for the better 
qualities of cotton cloths and that retailers in Hayti 
are experiencing difficulties in disposing of the 
cheaper grades. 

He suggests that this information may be of 
interest to British manufacturers, as it shows that 
the increased prosperity of the country has created 
a demand for those lines in which British manu- 
facturers are able to compete with United States 
manufacturers.

PANAMA AND THE CANAL ZONE. 


IMPROVEMENT IN BRITISH TRADE. 


in any analysis of the 
Panama it has to be realised, as a starting point, 
that the country itself produces little. The Republic 
was brought into political existence by its geo- 
graphical position on the Isthmus ot Panama, 
— which the Canal was cut by the United 

States. Except for beer, distilled liquors, and soap, 
manufacturing is practically non-existent. Agri- 
culture is limited, the only product of any im- 
portance being sugar, of which the country raises 

just suthicient to supply its own consumption. Cattle 
breeding, to which is devoted the greater part of 
the occupied land in the Republic, furnishes enough 
beef for local needs, but there 1s not sufficient for 
export, nor, indeed, to supply the demands of the 
Canal Zone. A limited number of hides are pro- 
duced for shipment, but, with the exception of 
bananas, the remaining exports are entirely jungle 
products, and do not represent productive activity. 

Strictly speaking, the large shipments of bananas 
from the Province of Boeas del Toro grown and 
shipped to the United States by the United Iruit 
Company should, in any consideration of the com- 
merce of the Republic, be excluded from the balance 
sheet, as also, of course, should be the imports into 
that Province. Re-arrangine trade statistics on 
these lines, the proportion ot imports tO exports 
during the past few years will be found to have 
varied between 18 to 1 and 8 to 1.) Durine the 
second half of the year 1925 this proportion approxt- 
mated 10 to 1; that is to say, the Republic of 
Panama, excluding the Province of Boeas del Toro, 
imported 10 dollars for every 1 dol. 1t exported. 
Those imports which are not paid for by exports 
are met by funds which enter Panama from the 
Canal Zone, and from the passengers and crews of 
passing vessels. A true index, therefore, of the 
commercial presperity of the country is to be found 
in the extent of the labour forees employed by the 
Canal, the strength of the United States naval and 
military garrison, and the amount of tourist trathe 
visiting the Isthmus. It is the proportion of these 
funds spent in Panama and Colen which supports 
the trade and commerce of these towns. During 
the past year the labour forces of the United States 
Government have been fairly constant, there has 
been a slight upward tendency in the wages paid by 
the Canal, and naval and military rosters have been 
normal. 

Qne important factor, which should here be taken 
into account is that last year the entire United 
States Fleet remained in Canal waters for six weeks, 
and spent during that period in the neighbourhood 
of from three to four million dollars; whereas this 


economic 


year the combined fleet Was here ror only iwo or 
three days, and the Pacific Fleet for seven days 
only, with very little shore leave granted. Tourist 
traffic has been larger than ever, but this cannot 


be considered an important element, since the ships 
engaged in world tours remain in Panama usually 
not more than a day, and their passengers spend 
comparatively small amounts. Based on the above 
indications, it appears, therefore, that trade con- 
ditions during the past year have heen fairly 
normal, though less active, than in the previous 
vear. The one promising feature to be recorded 
is the development of banana lands in the Gatun 
Lake area and on the Atlantic Coast. 

There has been a general feeling of uncertainty 
and uneasiness amongst the commercial community 
of the Republic as to the terms of the impending 
Treaty between Panama and the United States. 
The secrecy with which the negotiations have heen

conducted has given rise to disquieting rumours, 
Which have seduodd a teeling of uneasiness on the 
part of property owners, and have depressed real 
estate values. Other branches of trade have suffered 
#® syinpathetic depression, and merchants 
everywhere curtailed their imports. 

It may be said, writes Mr. R. Keith Topson. 
British Viece-Consul at Panama, that the Republic 
of Panama has been undergoing & period of 
readjustment during the past two years, following 
the world-wide depression, and that she is in the 
process of settling down to a foundation which may 
row be considered normal. There seems little 
chanee. however, of business conditions IM proving 
until the potential agricultural wealth of. the 
country is developed. ‘The system of roads at 
present in the course of construc tion will m: iterially 


hay e 


aid in such development, but some years must 

necessarily elapse before any real effect on the 
prosperity of the Republic can be felt. 
TRADE ‘WitH GREAT Britain. 

It Is gratifying to be able to report that, though 

small in volume, and only 10°8 per cent. of the 


total imports of the Republic, trade with Great 
Britain during the year 1923 has shown an improve. 
ment of 43°7 per cent. over the previous year. In 
1622 British goods to the value of 952,910 dols, 
were sold in this market, and in 1925 this figure 
rose to 1.370.254 dols.. an inerease of 417,544 dols. 
During the year a satisfactory business developed 
with Birmingham for small hardware, and_ one 

British agent was able to compete with the United 
States in some of the heavier lines, notably 
ealvanised corrugated iron sheets. British com- 
pound lard has also been introduced with SUCCESS 
by the same agent in competition with lard from 
Chicago. Unfortunately, American importers have 
a considerable advantage over our manufacturers in 
the comparative cheapness of frerght rates from the 
United States, but in this particular instance 
British lard was able to compete with the Chicago 
product through the co-operation of British ship- 
ping companies, who agreed to accept the consign- 
ments on a weight basis instead of by measurement. 
L{ shipping companies eould be persuaded to extend 
such facilities in other lines, the handieap which is 
at present ee rienced through the proximity of 
the United States would be considerably lessened. 

A large number of small stores and shops have 
been opened during the past vear, and business has 
therefore been spread over a larger area. Small 
traders, with their comparatively negligible over- 
head charges, have been able to transact business at 
prices which are impossible for the established 
merchant. In the dry season months of December, 
January, and February, when the tourist traffie 1s 
at its height, this competition was not felt by the 
large firms, but durine the remainder of the vear 
supply has invariably exceeded demand, and an 
unhealthy condition has resulted. The erux of the 
matter 1s that Panama 1s a very small market, on 
which, by reason of the Canal, an attention entirely 
disproportionate to its importance is focussed. 
Agents from Europe, the United States, and South 
America, who invariably have a few hours to spare 
in making their transit through the Canal, seem 
unable to resist the temptation to try and do busi- 
ness in either Panama or Colon, and the inevitable 
consequence is that merchants are overstocked and 
the market elutted. The more important firms in 
Panama, with long-standing business relations with 
Grreat Britain, seem everywhere satisfied with their 
connections.

In the key yeaa 2 ‘s (coal and iron) the price 
level has gravitated, ste by step, from 144-2 on 24th 
June to 121-8 on sd December, a Cecrease of over 
ld per cent. Of the other groups of raw materials, 
non-ferrous metals advanced simultaneously with 
foodstufts; skins and leather followed suit at the 
beginning of August, and at the end of September 
textile materials and semi-finished goods joined the 
upward movement; textiles eontinued to advance in 
price up to the present time, but hides and leather now 
show a little decline from the high point in November. 

The prices of wholly-manufactured articles show 
little alteration in spite of the further appreciation in 
price of raw materials and semi-finished goods. In this 
connection it is pointed out that the index for finished 
goods is based essentially on normal market prices, and 
not on exceptional prices frequently realised in times 
of restricted credit. In certain individual groups such

White goods rese by 10 million 
vards in quantity and by Rs. 42 lakhs in value, and coloured 
goods by 5 million yards in quantity and Rs. 28 lakhs in 
value.

CANADA. 
AGRICULTURE IN MANITOBA. 
(From H.M. Trade Comiiissioner’s Office.) 
WINNIPEG. 

According to a report recently published by the Ministry 
of Agriculture on the agricultural situation in Manitoba, 
the outlook is distinctly more encouraging than it was a 
vear ago. The seeding of 1924 was late, and all through 
the season the crop was belated, and the summer was cool. 
Harvest was delayed, but everywhere conditions generally 
were favourable for the production of plump heads of 
erain. Ontw two circumstances interfered : 
especially in the south-western corner of the Province, there 
was sufficient rust to reduce the plumpness of kernel in 
scme wheat fields, and in the more northern parts frost 
canght many fields in a green or half-ripe state. The 
main part of the crop escaped these devastations and 
graded well. An estimate, made by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, of the wheat, oats, and barley crop is as 
follows: Wheat, 41.072.000 bushels: oats, 70, 712.000 bushels: 
and barley, 38,164,000 bushels. These figures indicate a 
vield above the last ten years’ average. In addition, the 
rve and flax is expected to yield well. | 

There was a great increase this year in the acreage ol 
maize, sweet clover, and buckwheat. ‘The season, however, 
was very unfavourable for maize, being too cold and with 
too many summer frosts; but sweet clover did well, and 
is growing in popularity. Buckwheat was expected to do 
more than it achieved in weed reduction, and there is no 
ereat certainty of its gaining in permanent favour. 
This year more grasses and other forage crops have been 
grown, and this seems to be the policy for the future. 

The close of September and early part of October were 
marked by very wet weather, which for a time completels 
stopped threshing. In parts of Manitoba more than 50 
per cent. of the crop had still to be threshed when the 
bad weather commenced, but most of the threshing was 
completed during the fine weather in late October. Con- 
siderable bleaching resulted from the wet weather, but there 
was verv little sprouting, and the loss probably did not 
average five cents per bushel. The amount of fall plough-

COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY IN NOVEMBER 
(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 

RERLIN, 

The following review of the trade and industry of 

Germany during November is based on reports of the 


Prussian Chambers of Commerce: — 


The economic situation continued to improve. Sales in 
the coal and iron mdustries showed a slight increase, due, 
in part, to the formatiow of the Raw Steel Association. 
Mmployment in the works was better and prices advanced 
further. An upward movement of quotations occurred 
also on tle Stock Exchange. On the other hand, labour 
disputes increased, and, thouzh the burden of taxation 
was slightly relieved, it is still felt very greatly. This 
applies particularly to the tax cn trade and_ industry, 
which constitutes an extremely heavy charge on_ the 
factories in the West of Germany, and to the turnover tax, 


which hampers export. The traffic situation improved 
throughout the Reich after the Regie Railway had _ been 


handed over to the Reich Railway Company. Imports in 
October increased by 232 million marks (vresent value) as 
compared with September, while exports advanced by only 
47 million marks. ‘The revival of the economic position 
is due exclusively to inland consumption. 


MINING INDUSTRIES. 
Coal sales in the Ruhr fluctuated very considerably 
during the period under review. From 2nd to J5th 


November more than 250,000 miners were affected by idle 
shifts on account solely of the Inck of sales. Since the 
middle of November, however, these have visibly increased, 
chiefly owing to the larger demand for household fuel. 
While in October the number of workers in the Ruhr coal 
mines, exclusive of those under the Regie administration, 
amounted to 456,289 and to 474,000 in the mines inclusive 
of those under the Regie administration, in November it 
is estimated that the number in all the pits fell to 472,000. 
The reason for this decline is that, after the handing back 
by the Regie of the Victor, Ickern, and Konig Ludwig 
mines to their German owners, it was not possible to take 
over all the workers. The wage negotiations which took 
place towards the end of November were unsuccessful. 

For the first time for a considerable period the position 
of the Siegerland iron ore mining industry showed a slight 
improvement, but in the potash industry inland sales fell 
off, although foreign have increased, and now amount to 
90 per cent. of the total production. 

The decline in the vield of the petroleum bore holes is, 
however, becoming more and more noticeable.

The formation of the Raw Steel Association was of great 
importance for the rolled iron industry. The Association 
contract was signed in Diisseldorf on 3rd November by the 
German steel works. The latter’s quotas of production 
have thereby been determined, and the possibility afforded 
of regulating output in accordance with the demand. Steps 
are being taken to form individual associations for the 
various kinds of rolled products, such as semi-manufactures, 
bar iron, sheet metal, rolled wire, etc. 

The market position improved at the beginning of the 
month under review. After the retrograde movement 
on the foreign market, which was. still noticeable

Deliveries of Siegerland ores were also adequate, and the 
supply ot lime, limestone, and dolomite was ample.

CLOTHING AND LEATHER. 


Since the middle of November trade in the clothing 
industry has been slack, and restriction of work is likely 
in the near future. In the flax spinning mills there was 
some further improvement in demand and flax prices 
vwdvanced, while in the linen weaving mills the position 
remained, in general, unchanged. 

The improvement in the situation of the cotton industry 
Was maintained in November. Spinners and weavers have 
sufficient orders on hand, and in various textile localities 
there is a noticeable scarcity of skilled workers. The 
position of the underwear ribbon factories was unfavour- 
able, in spite of satisfactory employment. In the women’s 
underwear industry a revival ot sales set in, preference 
being shown for the cheaper articles. The underwear out- 
fitting industry was fully employed, and the demand was 
brisk, 

Shortage of money in the silk industry continued to 
prevent the conclusion of important business, while the 
position of velvet was very unfavourable. The stock of 
orders was exhausted, and no new ones were anticipated, 
so that factories are working on short time. The position 
of the cravat industry was also unsatisfactory. 

Kmployment in the ready-made clothing industry was 
generally exceedingly good, owing to the cold weather. 
Orders for spring articles were, however, difficult to secure. 

Contrary to all expectation, prices for cattle hides and 
calf skins advanced further by 10 to 20 per cent. at the 
North and South German Auctions, and fairly important 
were effected in all articles. There was a sound 
trade demand for sole and upper leather. The position 
on the boot and shoe market was very unsatisfactory, as 
export is small, and manufacturers have great difficulty 
in effecting important inland sales at the old prices, while 
the repeated emergency clearances of rather large quan- 
tities of footwear constantly spoil the market.

FOopDSTUFEFS. 


Corn and flour prices having experienced a considerable 
setback in October, the tendency in November became 
firmer after strong fluctuations. The lack of offers from 


Russia is being increasingly felt. Wheat was again valued 
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about 10 mks. higher than rye, and breweries were con- 
tinual buyers of fine barley, while fine qualities of oats were 
in demand, but offers were weak. 

The demand for margarine was extremely lively in 
November. Factories, for the most part, were fully 
employed and could hardly meet requirements, especially as 
far as the better qualities were concerned. Sales of the 
cheapest goods were maintained at the former level, and 
prices were unchanged. 

Foreign oil seeds and oil fruits were offered in sufficient 
quantities, and prices were yielding. Inland sales possi- 
bilities improved further. The demand, especially for 
oil cakes, was satisfactory, but market possibilities tor oils 
in foreign countries remained unfavourable.  Foreigu 
business in oilcakes was, however, somewhat better. 

The working up of the beet has, so far, proceeded com- 
paratively smoothly, as the beet is sound. The supply of 
railway trucks for the transport of beet, coal, and sugar 
was also very satisfactory. The white sugar market was 
very quiet at the beginning of November, prices yielding 
Later, however, it became steadier, under the 
influence of foreign advices, and sales could be 
effected for prompt delivery and for delivery in 
November-December and January-March.

HUNGARY. 


IMPORTS SINCE THE REMOVAL OF 
RESTRICTION, 
(From the British Commercial Seeretary.) 
Bupa-Pesr. 

In the course of an interview published in the ‘‘ Pester 
Lloyd ’’ the Hungarian Minister of Commerce (Dr. Ludwig 
Walko) stated that complaints had been received by 
neighbouring countries concerning Hungarian trade policy 
that it was in some cases prohibitive and in other cases 
extremely protectionist. In view of these statements, the 
interviewer asked Dr. Walko whether, since the abolition 
of the import prohibitions, there had been any appreciable 
decrease in foreign trade. The Minister of Commerce was 
able to give the reporter a certain amount of statistical 
information hitherto not published which throws an 
interesting light on conditions as they have developed since 
the release from the import restrictions of a large number 
of commodities. 

Dr. Walko first pointed out that the effect of the aboli- 
tion of the restrictions would only be noticeable as from the 
middle of August, and that the September and October 
figures should show whether imports had decreased or not. 
The statistics indicate that, so far from tnere being a 
decrease, there was a marked increase in inports into 
Hungary during the last two months for which these figures 
are available. The value of imports into Hungary in July 
was 59°6 million gold korona and in August it was 541 
million gold kr., but in September and October it amounted 
to 62:1 and 76°6 million gold kr. respectively. 

September imports were thus 15 per cent. higher than 
those of the previcus months and October imports 22} per 


cent, above those for September. These figures are, how- 
ever, of less value in drawing conclusions than is a com- 


parison with the same months of 1923. Such a comparison 
shows that imports during the last two months (138 million 
gold kr.) correspond to not more that 57:7 millions for 
the same two months last year, which gives an increase of 
about 106 per cent. Complaints concerning difficulties in 
importing goods owing to undue restriction will be met by 
the statement that imports during the first ten months of 
1923 totalled 353 million gold kr., whereas the value for 
January to October, 1924, was 550 millions, or an increase 
of more than 55 per cent. 


The interviewer asked whether. perhaps, individual 
. . mg 

branches, chiefly the textiles, leather, iron and _ steel, 

machinery, or coal trades had no reason to complain. Dr. 


Walko, in reply, pointed out that of cotton piece-goods 
11,600 double zentuers were imported in September, while 
in October the figure was 17,000; for woollen goods the 
imports were 5,000 and 7,090 double zentners respectively 


for the same months; of hosiery 431 and almost 900; of 
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silk and half silk materials 159 and nearly 200. Coal 
imports in September were valued at just over 3 million 
gold kr. and in October about 4°5 millions, Machinery was 
purchased to a total value of 2:8 millions in September and 
about 3 millions in October. For leather the values were 
19 and 2-1 million gold kr. respectively. Imports of 
raw hides amounted to 2,245 double zentners in September 
and to over 5,500 double zentners in October; coal tar 
colours, aniline dyes, etc., to 278 and over 800 double 
zentners in the two months respectively ; paper and paper 
goods totalled 31,539 and 24,000 double zentners, showing a 
decrease, while imports of hardware reached 4,863 and 
5,800 double zentners. Boots and shoes were imported to 
the extent of 233 double zentners in September and 300 in 
October. 

The Minister stated that he did not agree with the 
critics who complained about the economic progress otf 
Hungary when the actual fact was that last year’s exports 
amounted to only 73 per cent. of the value of imports, 
while during the first ten months of the present year 
Hungary was able to cover 82 per cent. of its Imports 
by the export of Hungarian goods. Dr, Walko regarded 
these percentage figures as being more valuable than the 
mere statement that the adverse balance for the present 
year was 99 million gold kr., against 95:7 millions last 
vear, as the volume of trade has considerably increased 
during 1924.

THE SALT INDUSTRY. 

(From the British Consul.) 

SAIGON. 
According to an article which recently appeared in the 
the Baria pans produce some 25,000 tons of 
salt per annum, and this figure, in an exceptionally good 
vear, may be increased to 40,000 tons. 

On the coast there are a group of salt pans some 3 or 
4 kilometres from the township of Baclieu, and the output 
from these in an average year amounts to about 30,000 
tons. In 1924 the output is estimated at 40,000 tons, as 
against only 23,000 tons in 1923. Baclieu produces a white 
salt with a percentage of grey salt found in the second 
and third collections, and the natives prefer this latter 
salt to that of Baria for the purpose of salting fish, ete. 
The Baclieu pans were created some fifty years ago by 
experienced minh huong (i.e., half Chinese and_ half 
Annamite) salt makers. 

Salt pans in Cochin-China cover a total area of about 
2,000 hectares, and produce some 30 to 40 tons per annum 
per hectare. 

The Baria salt fields experience no difficulty in obtaining 
the necessary labour, but the Bacleu fields have to engage 
Chinese coolies, who, although more expert in the collection 
of salt than Annamite coolies, have to be paid a much 
higher wage. A capital of five to seven thousand piastres 
is required for the running of a 20 to 30 hectare field, as 
such a field calls for a gang of 40 to 50 coolies, controlled 
by a foreman coolie. The latter is responsible throughout 
the vear for the proper maintenance of embankments and 
the steady rise of the salt water through introductory 
canals, the maintenance of which is becoming more and 
more expensive as the alluvium gains on the sea. The 
farmer of a salt field is obliged to hand over to the Excise 
authorities the whole of his production, but the Depart- 
ment holds him responsible for the transfer of the salt to 
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the central depots or receiving centres, for which he 
receives ali indemnity of 1-30 piastres per ton. A ton of 
salt brings the farmer in 2°50 plastres per ton purchase 
price plus 1:30 piastres freight allowance, in all, 3°80 
There is also an extra allowance of one 


piastres per ton. | 
[It will be seen, therefore, 


piastre per ton for white salt. | , 
that the salt industry does not yield a large protit to the 
Baclicu farmer. Freight is very costly, the only means of 
transport being along narrow winding canals, which are 
often badly silted up. The main canal, upon the urgent 
representations of the salt farmers, lias recently been 
dredged. Baclieu salt is not so white as Baria salt, as the 
former always contains a certain proportion of grey salt, 
which is in great request by the natives, who comprise 
3 800,000 Cochin-Chinese and 2,400,000 Cambodians. It 
does not, at present, appear necessary to work salt farms 
by modern methods. 

‘Other parts of Cochin-China possess salt pans, which, if 
better worked, would produce a surplus available for export 
to other Far Kastern markets. The principal pans are 
along the coast of Tonkin and Southern Annam. Up to 
the present Hong Kong and Japan have been the only 
purchaser's of Cochin-China salt, their share in 1922 being 
52.737 tons, valued at 5,274,000 The industry is 
capable of development, and profits could be increased, 
owing to the proximity of foreign markets and the absence

BELGIAN CONGO. 


MINERAL RESOURCES AND PRODUCTION. 


H.M. Consul at Boma, in his Report on the Economic 
situation in the Belgian Congo (H.M. Stationery Office. 
Price ls. 6d. net, Is. 7d. post free), states that the country 
is very rich in minerals, especially the Katanga. The two 
principal coal fields are Lukuga coal field, situated along 
the banks of the Lukuga River, near Lake Tanganyika, 
and the Luena coal field, which is close to Bukawa, on 
the Kabolo-Albertville Railway. The production in 1921 
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was only about 2,000 tons, but reached 29,516 tons in 1922, 
and to considerably over 50,000 tons in 1923. 

Copper.—The Katanga is one of the mest tmportant 
producers of copper in the world, the preduction of 
unrefined copper last year amounting to 56,577 tons, as 
against 43,552 and 30,464 tons respectively in the two 
previous years. The mineral :s retned locally, and it is 
satisfactory to note that both irouwstone and |ime are also 
found in sufficient quantities near by. The exports of 
unrefined and refined copper in 1922 amounted to 438,273,273 
and 9,073 kilogs. respectively, as compared with 29,846,990 
and 227,355 kilogs. respectively in the previous year. 

Diamonds.—the total preduction of diamonds, which are 
found in the Lomami district of the Katanga, amounted 
in 1923 to 310,367 carats, while in 1922 and 1921 the 
output totalled only 22,533 and 1,049 carats respectively. 
The export figures for 1923 are not available, but in the 
two previous years exports amounted to 168,341) and 
244,878 carats respectively. In 1913 exports amounted 
to only 15,600 carats. 

Gold.—The Eastern Vélé District (Province Orientale) 
is rich in alluvial gold, and the mines at Kilo and at 
Moto are operated by a company on behalf of the Govern- 
ment. Exports m 1922 amounted to 2,515 kilogs, as 
against 2,527 kilogs. in 1921. The Kilo-Moto mines employ 
about 4,000 natives each regularly and between two and 
three thousand auxiliary labourers. 

Jron.—This is found in many districts, especially along 
the Nile-Congo watershed, in the Vélé and Ituri districts, 
and in the Katanga, where alone it is exploited for use 
in connection with the copper smelting works. 

Cobalt, tin, and radium,.—Cobalt-bearing minerals are 
treated in electric ovens at Luishia, in the Katanga. The 
product is a mixture of cobalt, Iron, and copper, which 
is shipped to Hoboken, near Antwerp, where the three 
metals are separated. 

Tin is found in the Katanga, and the mines are being 
worked by three companies. In 1923 about 720 tons of 
cassiterite was extracted. Exports in 1922 amounted to 
1,176,462 kilogs., as against 457,063 kilogs. in the previous 
vear. 

Uranium has been discovered at Chinkolobwe, and in 
1922 about 238 tons of this mineral were exported to 
Belgium to be treated at the works at Oolen. In 1923 
exports of uranium amounted to 478 tons, while the Oolen 
works produce 4 grammes of radium per month.

IMPORT DUTY ON PETROLEUM AND 
PARAFFIN. 

The Customs, Excise and Revenue Law, 1924 (No. 13 
of 1924), which it is intended to bring into force on 
Ist January, 1925, imposes a uniform Customs duty on 
petroleum and. paraffin imported into Cyprus, at the rate

The following substances may only be cleared 
importation into Continental Portugel and the adjacent 
islands (and cannot be re-exported) when covered by a 
certificate issued by the Direction General of Health, and 
when destined for legitimate medical or scientific purposes, 
viz., crude and pharmaceutical opium, alkaloids of opium 
(morphine, codeine, narecire, pepaverine, nareotine, etc.), 
all opium preparations, the salts and derivatives of opium 
alkaloids (heroin, dionine, ete.), cocaine and derivatives 
thereof, and eegonine. Other drugs capable of producing 
similar effects may be edded to this list. [Importers 
and holders of stocks of the above-mentioned drugs may 
only sell to chemists and scientific establishments against 
authenticated requisitions, and the products mey be sold 
retail only on presentation of ea medical prescription or 
other documents.

A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION. 


ASSISTANCE TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


Through the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas markets, 
covering all commercial subjects of interest to British traders 
engaged in export trade. This information is collated and is 
sent to any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information, if such information is not already in the 
possession of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may be made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
ether openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and nature 
of competition and tke best methods of meeting it: usual 
methods of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency 
conditions ; Customs Regulations and Tariffs; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc.; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and 
Transport, etc. The Department also supplies lists of names 
of likely importers of British goods or of firms or individuals 
eonsidered suitable to act as representatives or Agents of British 
firms. 


CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY: 


The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as pos- 
sible with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild and, 
where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. Officers of 
the Department, both from Overseas and from Headquarters, 
visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the industrial 
eentres ot the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch with 


business men. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets, it is 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formed a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples 
of toreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 
70,000 such samples are now available for inspection by British 
traders at the Department’s showrooms, 7 to 11, Old Bailey, E.C. 
Advertising plays a large part in export as in home trade, and 











the Department has collected over 16,000 foreign€ trade cata. 
logues (including German and Austrian) which may also be 
inspected at the above address. The collection has been 
efficiently indexed under both Articles ot Manufacture ang 
Names of Manufacturers. 


THE BRITISH TRADER ABROAD. 


Representatives of British firms, when travelling abroad, cap 
obtain much valuable information from a man who is in clog 
daily contact with the commercial life of the country concerned 
British firms should, therefore, instruct their travelling repre. 
sentatives in the Dominions tocal] upon H.M. Trade Commissioners, 
They should also instruct their representatives in foreign countries 
to call upon the Commercial Diplomatic Officers at the British 
Missions or upon H.M. Consular Officers. These officers will give 
them first-hand unbiassed information, and will do all in thei, 
power to assist them in their business. 


FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The Department organises the annual British Industries Fair, 
at which British manufacturers and producers have the oppor. 
tunity of displaying their goods before the buyers of all nations, 

The Department, in addition to organising exhibitions of foreign 
samples (see above), studies and initiates projects for commercia} 
exhibitioas of various kinds, 


CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


One of the most important services rendered by the Depart- 
ment is the supply of confidential infurmation regarding trade 
openings and other matiers likely to be of interest to manu- 
facturers and merchants. This is done chiefly by means of, the 
Special Register, concerning which details are given below.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


THE DEPARTMENT’S SPECIAL REGISTER SERVICE. 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in countries 
ebroad, or any other specific openings for British trade, is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of the 
news. The one receives a considerable start in the competitive 
race, while the other suffers a handicap which in very many 
eases practically nullifies his chances of securing the business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of recejving 
information of interest to them should enrol themselves cn the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the “ Board of Trace Journai ” 
or in the trade press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to the 
Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its con- 
Gidential or semi-confidential character. When a report relates 
to a specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is likely to be of interest. | 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms are 
grouped and classified according to both the nature of the goods 
and the markets in which they are interested, thus facilitating 
the despatch of relative information and avoiding as far as 
possible the receipt of particulars which are of no interest to them. 
At the same time it is thought desirable to send the firms too 
much rather than too little so as to ensure that they get all the 
aews which is of use to them 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. per 
annum, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who 
have enrolled themselves not only get the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” every week, but ~y are assured of obtaining 
promptly, by means of the Special Register Service of confidential 
ire » every report or item of news likely to concern them. 
Sometimes these reosrts contain advance information which 


subsequently becomes generally known. Frequently they con- 
tain information which it is desired to keep confidential, so that 
British firms may reap full benefit from it. 


VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 


It is obviously impossible to measure in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thus 
received. In cases where business results, the actual value of 
the transaction in question may be great or small, but there is 
ample evidence that long-lasting and profitable business con- 
nections frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction 
due to information received through this service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful snd valuable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them 
through the Special Register Service. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP. 


Any United Kingdom firm engaged in the export trade sup- 
plying goods solely or mainly of United Kingdom production is 
eligible for admission to the Special Register. 

The Register ia not open to non- British traders. 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register is 
£2 4s. 64. per annum, which includes the annual subscription to 
the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” (£1 10s.) 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included op 
the Special Register should communicate with the Comptroller- 
General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 35, Cld Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


HANDBOOK OF THE DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE. 


The officers of the Department not infrequently come into 
contact with British traders who are unaware, or not fully 
aware, of the information and assistance which the Department 
can supply to them. For this reason a Handbook has been 
a which gives particulars as to the organisation of the 

partment at home and abroad and as to the various ways ix 
which the Department can help British export trade. A second 
edition has now been paca | and copies can be obtained on 
application to the Department. 
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
